Here is how the system works: a farmer 
in Maine is desirous of having a D. P. fam 
ily live on his farm and work for him. He 
goes to his church, fills out a paper —an 
assurance— guaranteeing the D. Pus will 
not become public charges for their first 
five years in the Ll. S All non-Catholic 
churches process their assurances through 
the Church World Service; the Catholic 
Church has its own organization 

The farmer's papers go to the D. P 
Commission in Washington, then the 
Church service sends the assurance to its 
representatives in Europe, who pick out 
the most deserving families 

After the farmer's family has been 
picked, six months of processing begins.
